Given Second Reading After a

ARGUMENT FOR BILL 


Supporters Hold Divorce Should 
Be Made Possible for Poor 
and Rich Alike 


OTTAWA, June 20.—A strong prob- 
ability that divorce courts will be es- 
tablished in Canada was forthcoming 
in the commons today, when with the 
approval of Sir Robert Borden, W. F. 
Nickle’s bill relating to divorce was 
given a second reading. This stage 
was not reached without a fight. <A: 
EK. Fripp, of Ottawa, seconded by Mr. 
MclIsaac, moved the six months’ hoist 


for the bill. Mr. Fripp's amendment 
was voted down on a division of 35 to 
68 against. The measure was substan- 
tially considered in committee and it 
is expected that it will get a third 
reading this session. There is some 
doubt expressed as to the bill securing 
the approval of the senate, which now 
deals with divorce cases except for the 
maritime provinces and British Col- 
umbia. 

The object aimed at by Mr. Nickle’s 
bill is to establish divorce courts in 
provinces where they do not now exist, 
by giving jurisdiction in such matters 
to the superior courts, and giving jur- 
isdiction to the exchequer court for 
divorce matters for the Dominion. The 
latter proposal, he explained, would 
free Roman Catholic judges of Quebec} 
from the necessity of hearing divorce 
cases. 

In the division today, the Roman Ca- 
tholic members of the house voted 
against the bill, which received the 
support of D. D. McKenzie, opposition 
leader, as well as the prime minister. 
Arguments advanced in favor of the 
bill, included the contention that while 
there should be no change in the 
grounds for which divorces are grant- 
ed, they should be made possible for 
the poor as well as the rich, 

During consideration of the techni- 
cal education bill at the evening ses- 
sion, opposition members expressed 
the view that it might be better to pay 
the proposed grants for technical edu- 
cation directly to the provinces as 
there was a possibility of interference

The arrests were made by members 
of the R.N.W.M.P., who carried them 
out as quietly and effectively as on 
Tuesday morning, when ten of the 
strike leaders were taken into custody 
and conveyed to Stony Mountain peni- 
tentiary. 

The aliens arrested yesterday were 
sent to a penitentiary in Ontario, pend- 
ing arrangements for their trial, 

It was officially stated last night 
that there was every probability of the 
six English speaking strike leaders re- 
leased from Stony Mountain peniten- 
tiary on ball being tried on June 25, 
as arranged. 

Condemning Without Trial. 

The minister of labor, Senator G. D. 
Robertson, smiled when shown the re- 
port from Toronto that the Trades and 
Labor council was demanding his res- 
ignation because of the alleged pro- 
posed summary trial of Winnipeg 
strike leaders taken into custody on 
Tuesday morning.

These will be sent out to 
local councils and the other 
federated societies for them to ap- 
proved as a whole, or to vote down 
The votes of the societies 
will be received by the N.C.W. exe- 
cutive meeting in the autumn,. and 
if the voting has gone in favor of the 
constitution as favored by yesterday's 
meeting, this draft constitution will 
be adopted. 

Final action could not be taken 
yesterday, us the delegates had been 
instructed by their societies to vote 
only upon amendments that had pre- 
viously been suggested.

The formal motion was: “That 
this meeting will now decide what 
we want in the constitution, submit

Remove Fixed Prices, 

His belief was that if the fixed price 
was removed the price of wheat would 
drop to normal. He considered the 
present price fictitious and believed it} 
would drop to $1.50 or $2.00. He gave | 
reasons fo rthis. Australia had about 
117,000,000 bushels of millable wheat 
and Great Britain had bought a large 
portion of this which was being sent 
to Indla and Egypt. At present the 
United States had begun garnering the 
winter wheat which was the largest 
crop in its histogy. 

Of the 1919 crop the United States | 
would have from 370,000,000 bushels 
to 400,000,000. Last year's export was 
200,000,000. This year Canada would 


have probably from 260,000,000 ta 
260,000,000 bushels, leaving 200,000,- 
000 for export. Thus there would be 
about 600,000,000 bushels for export 
from the two countries. 
World Surplus in September, 

Hoover had declared, said Mr. Bir- 
kett, that it would take 750,000,000 
bushels to feed Europe, but other au- 
thorities claimed that this was too 
high an estimate. In any case, unless 
there was a calamity there would be a 
world surplus of wheat in September, 
thus bringing down the price. Great 
Britain had controlled the wheat situ- 
ation for four years, had paid every 
grain dealer his commission, and kept 
him in business although he was play- 
Ing golf. However, there would now 
be a change. After paying high fixe’ 
prices for years Great Britain now said 
regarding the new crop that she would 
not buy wheat until it was needed and 
then only in the competitive market

ON LIQUCR LAW 
OF Ths PROVINCE 


Decision of Canadian Senate Will 
Brings Old Legislation 
Back into Effect 


Calgary, June 19—The decision of 
the Canadian senate that the order-| 


{n-council prohibiting the inter-pro- 
vinclal transportation of liquor into 
“dry” territory shall not extend be- 


yond the time of the signing of peace, 
puts an entirely new phase upon the 
administration of the liquor law in the} 
province of Alberta. 


The result will be, according to 
prominent legal talent in Calgary, 
that at the moment the peace treaty 
is signed, Alberta returns to the same 
status regarding the importation of 
liquor as was in effect prior to the 
passage of .he federal order-in-coun- 
cil prohibiting inter-provincial ship- 
ments. As originally passed, the pro- 
vincial Iiquor law contains a section 
providing that a person may keep not 
to exceed ene quart of spirituous 
liquor or one gallon of malt liquor in 
his residence. In the various amend- 
ments to <he law at the last, and the 
prior sessions of the legislature, this 
section was not touched and stande at 
present as .t was first inserted in the 
act,

ordinarily a firecracker is held in the 
hand not far from the face and eyes, 
but when shot in the cannon the fuse 
is the only part exposed and the barral 
protects the eyes and hands from the 
sparks and flying parts of the cracker.

To the Public of Edmonton— 


We, the Milk Drivers of this City, having been authorized by the Dairymen’s 
Union No, 75, of the City of Edmonton, on and after Monday, June 28rd, 1919, will give 


“NO CREDIT 


on the goods we deliver, 


This means that unless a customer has bottles and tickets or cash ready to pay 
for the day’s supply of Dairy Produce, the Driver will not leave the goods. 


This has been forced upon us as a result of the present unsatisfactory credit system. 

We Drivers have to pay cash daily for all goods we deliver, including bottles. 

A good many Drivers have been forced to quit on account of the financial loss in- 
curred by this giving of credit. 

This old system also causes the Driver a loss of from two to three hours daily be- 
cause he has to book credit, and wait at the doors for bottles and tickets. As a conse- 
quence the people on the latter end of the route have to wait that much longer for 
their milk. 

The above course of action has been authorized by The Dairy Workers’ Federal 
nion No. 75, and we trust that the general public will see the fairness thereof,
